suggestion has previously been acknov/ledged by letter 

from the Director. 

ADVANTAGES: feels that a great deal of filing space would be saved 

by destroying copies of dissemination memoranda. 

CURRENT PRACTICE: Copies of dissemination memoranda are now filed as serials 

and maintained until such tine as they, should be destroyed , 
under existing rules for destruction of files. 

CONCLUSIONS: Suggestions similar to the current one date back to September, 1952. 

Latest consideration given on 2/19/58, at which time it was 
approved that the present procedure be retained. The following objections to 
destroying channelizing memoranda were noted: (1) Agents should have all facts in 
informants reports available for review and if channelizing memoranda were 
destroyed it would necessitate time consuming search for original informants report 
to obtain same. (2)That as security reports are prepared for future prosecution 
should there be an emergency and prosecutions were had on wholesale basis involving 
Security Index Subjects it would be virtually impossible for the many agents involved 
to review the original reports or original of the channelizing memoranda due to the 
great demands which \\T)uld be made for such material. (3) Often valuable intelii'Aence 
material would be destroyed since such information may not be incorporated into the 
investigative report; therefore, it would be necessary for agents to review the orii;inal 
informant reports if the copies of the channelizing memoranda v/ere destroyed. 

- Latest consideration has been tdven to the idea of destroying -copies of // 
channeUzing memoranda at the Internal Security - Er.pionage Conference wiiich was , / 
held on June 9 - 10/19G0. The CoTifercncc recommended and it v/as approved for Uie 
Chicago and San Francisco offices to destroy copies of channelizing memorand:\ on a 
.six-month basi;»i K it is determined to be feasible to destroy copies of such memoraraia
